Getting a head start in preparing Christmas goodie 
is the aim of Mrs. Sid Cans of 1011 Kornblum Ave., wh 
is passing along to HERALD readers her favorite reclp 
for Christmas cookies of which she has received numerou 
requests,

Named Spritz Cookiss, they can be fashioned into an 
shape desired like canes, stars or tree designs. Also 
these cookies can be decorated with red and green suga 
before being placed into the oven. The cookies can h 
made well in advance of the holidays and seem to Improv 
with age. They keep especially well if made with butte 
and stored in tight containers. Likewise, they are easil; 
prepared for shipping.

SPRITZ COOKIES
2 cups (1 Ib.) butter 4 tsps. almond flavor- 

or margarine ing
2 cups granulated 4V4 cups unsifted flour

sugar
1 egg slightly 

beaten

(No soda, no baking 
powder or salt 
required.)

Soften butter or margarine with spoon or mixer 
JJlend in sugar all at once. Mix well. Add beaten egg to 
butter-sugar mixture. Add almond flavoring, four tea 
spoons. Blend well.

Then sift the unsifted, but measured flour gradual!) 
into the above mixture. At the last, it will be neceesar; 
to use your hands.

Force short lengths of dough through a cookie press 
(use small designs) and bake on ungreased cookie shee 
in 350 degree oven for 15 minutes or until a light golden 
brown. Makes 350 small Spritz cookies.
